The Earl of Scarborough about this Time re- 
figned his Poft of Mafter of the Horfe. 

On the 13th of March a Motion was made 
in the Houfe of Commons, for repealing the 
feptennial Act ; which after a leng Debate was 
carried in the Negative. 

On the r4th, the Nuptials between his 
ferene Highnefs the Princgsof Orange and the 
Princefs-Royal were folerMized in a mott 
magnificent and grand Manner in the French 
Chapel at St. Zame’s: Upon which there 
were great Rejoicings both in ‘Town and 
Country, and Congratulations from all Parts to 
their Majefties, and to the Prince and Princefs. 

On the 16 of April his Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and gave the Royal Affent to an 
AG for fetiling an Annuity of 5000 4. per An- 
num on the Princefs-Reyal for her Life: An 
Aét for preventing the infamous Pradtice of 
Stock-jobbing: An AG for naturallizing the 


Prince of Orange. After which his Majefty 
made a moft gracious Speech to both Houfes, 
and prorogued the Parliament; which two 
Days after was diflolved. 

On the 22d the Prince and Princefs of O- 
runge embarked on Board the Fubss Yatcht 
for Holland. Soon after, his ferene Highneis 
went to ferve as a Volunteer in the Imperial 
Army onthe Rhine under Prince Eugene ; and 
in the mean Time the Princeis came over and 
refided here, till fhe returned to meet her Con= 
fort at the End of the Campaign. 

The Election of Sixteen Peers of Scotland, 
to fit and Vote in the Parliament of Great- 
Britain, was on the 4th of ‘fume, when feve- 
ral Protefts were entered before the Ele¢tion, 


by the Dukes of Hlamilton, Queenstury, and 
Montrofe, the Earls of Marchment, Stair, 


Buchan, and feveral other Peers; which, with 
the Petition that followed them, occafioned 
long and warm Debates in the enfuing Seffion. 
The War was catried on with great Fury, 
this Year, and for moft Part with great Suc- 
cefs by the Confederates, againft the Emperor. 
Two moft bloody Battles, az. that of Par- 
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na and that of Guwaffalla, were fought with 
Houbtful Succefs, wherein feveral Thoufands 


Men, and great Number of brave Officers 
Fwere killed on both Sides. Don Carls took 


Poflefion of Naples, and was declared King 
of Naples and 7 “fi and the Spaniards made 

a Defcent upon Sicz/y, which at lait fubmitted, 
ict h the City of Syracufe held out a great 
while.

On Tuejday the 14th of “Faxuary the new 

Parliament met, and made Choice of the Right 

Honourable Dhue Onflcw, Etq; to be their 
Speaker. On the 23d his Majetty went tothe 
Houfe, and made a moft gracious Speech: in 
which, fpeaking of the War, he fays, ** We 
“* have proceeded in this great Affair with the 
mutual Confidence which fubfifts between 
“© me and the States General; and having con- 
“* fidered together on one Side, the prefling 
<* Applications made by the Imperial Court, 
“© both here and in Holland, for obtaining Suc- 
“S cours, againft the Powers at War with the 
<< Emperor, and the repeated Profeffions made 
“< by the Allies on the other Side, of their 
‘ fincere Difpofitions to put an End to the 
“¢ prefent Troubles, upon honourable and folid 
‘© Terms, I concurred in a Refolution taken by 
“¢ the States General, to employ, without lois 
<< of Time, our joint and earneft Inftances to 
“© bring Matters toa fpeedy and happy Ac- 
<< commodation, before we fhould come to a 
Determination, upon the Sticcours demand- 
“<< ed by the Emperor, Gc.” 

Thirty thoufand Men were voted for the S$ 
Service this Year, and 25,744 for the Land Ser. 
vice; concerning which numbers there were 
great Debates. 

Two of the Portuguefe Ambafiador’s Servants 
at Madrid, having retcued a Criminal from the 
Officers of Juftice, and the King of Spain having 
thereupon fent a Party of Soldiers, who forced 
into the Ambaffador’s Houfe, and took nine- 
teen of his Servants Prifoners : This created fuch 
a Dfference between the two Courts, that it 
Was apprehended they would come to a Rup- 
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* See an Account of this Efcape, 
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ture: Upon this Sir Foha Norris was fent with 
a Powerful Squadron to the Coafts of Portugal, 
to guard them from any Infults, and fecure the 
Brazi/ Fleet. But in about a year’s Time 
the “Difference was made up, and the Fleet 
returned Home. 

In Apri!, the Place Bill was again thrown 
out by the Houfe of Commens. 

Oa Jay 18, his Majefty went to the Houfe 
of Peers, and gave the Royal Aiffent to ex 
Ad for the Application of Rents and Profits 
of tre Ejlate es forfeited by James late Earl of 
Derwentwater ama? Charles Radcliffe, (vie, 
for the Service of Greenwich Hofpita.) An 
Aa for regulating the quartering of Seldiers 
during the Time of Elections; and to feveral 
other Bills. After which his Majefty put an 
End to the Seflion with a mioft gracious 
Speech, in which, among other Things, he 
fays, ** I have confidered with great Care and 
‘* Attention the prefent Situation of Eurspe, 
“¢ and weigh’d the Confequences that may 
‘© arife from the Progrefs of the War, either 
‘© by Means of its becoming more general, or 


** continuing only to be carried on between 
** the Powers already engaged. An Accom- 
«¢ 


modation of thefe unhappy Troubles appear- 
“6 ed to be the beft Means to prevent the 
‘¢ Dangers that are to be apprehended on either 
‘© Side. In this view a Plan of Pacification 
‘© was concerted between me and the States 
General with great Impartiality, and not 
“© without reafonable Grounds to hope for 
‘¢ Succets, although it hath not had the de- 
€ fired Effect.” 

Two Days after, his Majefty having ap- 
pointed the Queen Regent, fet out for his 
German Dominions, and on the 26th of Odi; 
ber, arrived from thence at Kenfington. 

In Odfober, the Hereditary Prince of Adodena 
arrived in Euglayd, and waited on her Ma- 
jefty and the eh Family at Ken/ington, 
where ke was received with great Refpect, and 
had along Audience of her Majefty. During 
his Stay, the went to fee the Curicfities in the 
Tower, St. Paul’s, &c. and was complimented 
with being admitted a Fellow of the Royal 
society. 

The War was carried on more coldly this 
Year, and towards the End of it there was a 
fudden Sufpenfion of Arms, after fome private 
Negotiations for Peace between the Emperor 
and.

ESSAYS, &e. 


On the Pleafures of Religion. 


HAT Pleafure is Man’s chiefeft Good, (be- 
caufe indeed it is the Perception of Good 
that is properly Pleafure) is an Affertion moft 
certainly true; though under the common Ac- 
ceptance of it; not ‘only falfe but odious; for 
according to fome, Pleafure and Senfuality pa‘s 
f or Terms equivalent. 

Pleafure; in general, is the confequent Ap- 
prehenfion of a fuitable Object, fuitably applied 
to a rightly difpofed F aculty, aid is in the Na- 
ture of it a relative Thing, and fo imports a 
peculiar Relation and Correfpondence to the 
State and Condition of the Perfon to whom it 
is a Pleafure. For as thofe who difcourfe of 
Atoms affirm, that there are Atoms of all 
forts, fome circular, fome triangular, fome 
{quare, and the like, all which are continually 
in Motion; and never fettle till they fall intoa 
fit Circumfcription or Place of the fame Figure, 
fo there are the like great Diverfities of Minds 
and Objects: Whence ‘it is, that this Object 
ftriking upon a Mind thus or thus difpofed, 
flies off and rebounds without making any Im- 
preffion, but the fame luckily happening lipon 
another, of a Difpofition as it were framed for 
it, is prefently catched at, and greedily clafp’d 
into the neareft Union and Embrace. 

The Mind of Man, being a Subftance of 
a boundlefs Comprehenfion, is an Image not 
only of God’s Spirituality, but of his Infinity. 
It is not like any of the Senfes, limited to this 
or that Kind of Object (as the Sight intete 
meddles not with that which affects the Smell) 
but, with an univerlal Superintendance, it ar- 
bitrates upon, and takes them in all. It is 
framed by God to receive more than Nature 
can afford, and fo to be its own Motive to 
feek for fomething above Nature: 

Now this is that Part of Man to which the 
Pleaiures of Religion properly belong; and 
thatin a double Refpect. 41. In reference to 
Speculation, as it fuftains the Name of Under- 
ftanding. 2: In reference to Practife, as it 
fuftains the Name of Confcicnce. 

And firit for Speculation: ‘The Pleafures of 
which have been fometimes fo great, fo in- 
tenfe, fo engrotling of all the Powers of the 
Soul, that there has been no Reom left for 
any Other Pleafure: It has fo called together 
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all the Spirits to that one Work, that there 
has been no Supply to carry on the inferior 
Operations of Nature. Contemplation feels 
no Hunger, nor is fenfible of any Thirft, but 
that after Knowledge. How frequent and eX- 
dlted a Pleafure did David find from his Me- 
ditation in the Divine Law? All the Day long 
it was the Theme of his Thoughts: The 
Affairs of State, the Government of his King- 
dom, might indeed employ, but it was this on- 
ly that réfrefred his Mind. 

In the next Place, Religion is a Pleafure to 
the Mind, as it refpe¢cts Prattice, and fo fuf- 
tains the ‘Name of Confcience. And Con- 
fcience tindoubtedly is the great Repoiitory and 
Magazine of all thofe Pleafures that can afford 
any folid Refrefhment to the Soul, For when 
this is calms ferene; ard ab/olving, then he pro- 
"esl enjoys all ‘Things, and what is more; 

im‘elf ; for that he mutt doj3 before he can 
enjoy any Thing elfe. The Pleafures of Con- 
{cience are not only greater than all other 
Pleafures, but may alfo ferve inftead of them: 
For they only pleafe and affect the Mind 7% 
tranfitu, in the pitiful narrow Compafs of ac- 
tual Fruition; whereas that of Conitcience en- 
tertains and feeds it with durable and lafting 
Reflections. 

It is the etnoblitg Property of this Pleafure 
that it never fatiates or wearies; for it propet- 
ly affects the Spirit, and a Spirit feels no Weari- 
nefs, as belng priviledged from the Cauies of 
it, Butcanthe Ep‘cure fay fo of any of ihe 
Pleafures that he fo much doats upon? Do they 
not expire while they fatisfy ? And after a few 
Minutes Refrefhment, determine in loathing 
How fhort is the Interval between a Pleafere 
anda Burden ? How undifcernable the Tran- 
fition from one to the other? Pleafure dwells 
no longer upon the Appetite, than the Necefit- 
ties of Natute, which are quickly and eafily 
provided for; and then all that follows, is 4 
Load and an Oppreflion. Every Mortel to a 
fatisfied Bee is only new Labour to a tired 
LDigettion. Every Draught to him that has 
quenched his Thirft, is but a farther quenching 
of Nature, a Provifion for Rheum and Dit- 
eafes. 

He that prolongs his Mealsy and facrifices 
his Tinte, 2s well as his other Conveniencies 
to his Luxury, how quickly does he out-i 
his Pleafures? And then, how is all the fo! 
lowing Time beftowed upon Ceremony and 
Surfeit, till at length, afier a long Iativu 
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of Eating, and Drinking, and Babbling, he con- 
cludes the great Work of djning: gentecly, and 
fo makes a hhift to rife from Tabdle, that he 

may lie down upon his Bed; where, after he 
has flept himfelf into fome Ufe of himfelf, by 
much ado he ftaggers to his Table again, and 
there aéis over the fame brutifh Scene: So 
that he pafis his whole Life in a dozed Con- 
dition, between flecping and waking, with a 
Kind of Drowzinefs and Confufion upon his 
Senfes; which, what Pleafure it can be, is 
hard to conceive ; all that is of it dwells upon 
the Tip of his Tongue, and within the Com- 
pafs of his Palate: A worthy Prize for a Man 
to purchafe with the Lofs of his Time, his 
Reafon, and Himfelf! 

Nor is that Man lJefs deceived, that thinks 
to maintain a conftant Tenure = Pleafure, by 
a continual Purfuits of Sports and Recreations : 
For it is moft certatoly true of all thefe Things, 
that as they refrefh a Man when he is weary, 
fo they weary him when he is refrefhed ; which 
is an evident Demonftration that God never 
defigned the Ufe of them to be continual, by 
putting fuch Emptnefs in them, as fhould to 
quickly fail, and lurch the Exp ectation. 

But, on the contrary, the Providence of God 
has fo ordered the Courfe of Things, that 
therg is no Action, the Ufefulneis of which 
has made it the Matter of Duty, and of a Pro- 
feffion, but a Man may bear the continual Pur- 
fuit of it, without Loathing or Satiety. “The 
fame Shop and Trade that fupplics a Man in 
his Youth, employs him alfo in his Age. Every 
Morning he rifes frefh to his Hammer and An- 
vil ; he pafles the Day finging; Cuftom has 
naturalized his Labour to him; his Shop 3s his 
Element, and he cannot, with any Enjoy- 
ment of himfelf, live out of it. Whereas, 
no Cuftom can make the Painfulnefs of a De- 
bauch ealy or pleafing to a Man; fince nothing 
can be pileafing to a Man that Is unnatural. 
But now, if God has interwoven iuch a Plea- 
fure with the Works of our ordinary Calling, 
how much fuperior muft that be, that arifes 
from a Communion with God in his Word 
and Spirit. 

All Pleafures that affect the Body, mutt 
needs weary, becaufe they tranfport; and all 
fuch Traniportation is a Violence, and no 
Violence can be lafting, but determines upor 
the Falling of the Spirits, which are not able to 
keep up that Height of Motion that the Pleafure 
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of the Senfes raifes them to: And 

how inevitasly does an immoderate- a 
end in a Sigh? Which is only Nature’s 
vering itfelf after a Force done to it. 

If we look upon thofe Pleafures alfo, tha . 
have an higher Obje¢t than the Body, fuch as Me 
fpring from Honour and Grandeur of Condi- 
tion, we fhall find, that even thefe are not fo 
frefh and conttant, but et Mind can. naufeate 
them, and quickly feel the Thinnefs of popu- 
lar Breath. [hofe that are fo fond of Ap- 
plaufe while they purfue it, how little do they 
tafte it when they have it? Like Lightning, it 
only flafhes upon the Face, and is gone, and it 
is wellif it does not hurt the Man. 

And as for Greatnefs of Place, though it is 
fit and neceflary that fome Perfons in the 
World fhould be in Love with a {plendid Ser- 
vitude, yet certainly they. muft be much be- 
hclding to their own Fancy, that they can be 
pleafed at it. For he that rifes up early, and 
goes to Bed late, only to receive Addrefles, to 
read and anfwer Petitions, is really as much 
tied and abridged in his Freedom, as he that 
waits all that Time to prefent one. 

But to proceed toa higher Degree of Plea- 
fure, indeed the ae oe on this Side that of Re- 
ligion, which is the Pleafure of Friendfhip and 
Converiation. Friendfhip muft confefledly be 
allowed the Flower and Crown of all tempo- 
ral Enjoyments.s Yet has not this+*alfo its 
Flaws and its dark Side? For is not my Friend 
a Man, and is not Friendfhip fubject to the 
{fame Mortality and Change that Men are? Has 
not my Friend Humours to be endured, as 
well as Kindneffes to be ee: And am I 
fure to {mell the Rofe, without fometimes feel- 
ing the ‘Thorn? 

In parts run over the whole Circle of all 
Earthly Pleafures, and I dare affirm, that had 
not God fecured Mana folid Pleafure from his 
own Actions, after he had rolied from one to 
another, and enjoyed them all, he would be 
forced to complain, that either they were not 
indeed Pleafures, or that Pleafure was not Sa- 
tisfaction. 

Another enobling Property of the Pleafure 
that accrues to a Man from Religion, is, that 
it is fuch an one as is in nobody’s Power, but 
only in his that has it; fo that he who has the 
Property, may be always fure of the Perpe- 
tuity. And tel me fo of any outward Enjoy- 
ment that Mortality is capable of. We are 
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pat the Mercy of Men’s Rapine, Ava- 
‘and Violence, whether we fhal! be happy 
mo. For if I build my Felicity upon m 
Bftate or Reputation, I am happy, as long as 
Pthe Tyrant or Railer will give me Leave to be 
* fo. But when my Concernment takes up 
no more Room or Compafs than myfelf, then 
fo long as I know where to breathe, and to 
exift, I know alfo where to be happy. 

The Pleafure of the Religious Man, is an 

eafy} and a portable Pleafure, fuch an one as he 
carries about in his Bofom, without alarming 
either the Eye or Envy of the World. A 
Man putting all his Pleafures into this one, is 
like a Traveller’s putting all his Goods into 
one Jewel; the Value is the fame, and the 
Convenience greater. 
) There is nothing that can raife a Man to 
, that generous Abfolutenefs of Condition, as 
neither to cringe, to fawn, to depend meanly ; 
but that which gives him that Happinefs with- 
in himfelf for which Men depend upon others. 
For furely I need falute no great Man’s Thref- 
hold, fneak to none of his Servants or Friends, 
to fpeak a good Word for me to my Con- 
{cience. 

Upon the Refult of all, to exhort Men to 
be religious, is only in other Words to exhort 
them to take their Pleafure: A Pleafure em- 
bafed with no appendent Sting, no confequent 
Loathing: A Pleafure made for the Soul, and 
the Soul for that; fuitable to its Spirituality, 
and equal to all its Capacities, 





On the Vanity of defiring more than 
necellary. 


MONG many fanciful Parallels which 
Men of more Imagination than Expe- 
rience have drawn between the natural and 
moral State of the World, it has been ob- 
ferved that Happinefs, as well as Virtue, con- 
fifts in Mediocrity; that it is neceflary to him 
who has no other Care than to pafs through 
the prefent State with Eafe and Safety, to avoid 
every Extreme; and that the middle Path is the 
Road of Security, on either Side of which are 
the Pitfalls of Vice, and the Precipices of 
Ruin. 
Thus the Maxim of C/esdulus, the Lindian, 
Mediocrity is be/f, has been Jong confidered as 
an univerfal Principle, extended through the 
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whole Compafs of Life and Nature The 
experience of every Age feems to have given 
it new Confirmation, and to fhew that no- 
thing, however fpecious or alluring, is to be 
purfued with Propriety, or enjoyed with Safety, 
beyond a certain Limit. 

Even the Gifts of Nature, which may tru- 
ly be confidered as the moft folid and durable 
of all terreftial Advantages, are found, when 
they exceed the middle Point, to be no very 
certain Caufes of Felicity, and to draw the 
Pofleflor into many Calamities, eafily avoided 
by others who have been lefs bountifully en- 
riched or adorned. We fee every Day Wo- 
men perifhing with Infamy, by having been too 
willing to fet their Beauty to fhow ; and others 
leis miferably, indeed, but yet, with very fharp 
Remorfe, languifhing in Decay, Neglect, and 
Obdfcurity, for having rated their youthrul 
Charmsat too high a Prices And,-indeet, if 
the Opinion of Becon be thought to deterve 
snuch Regard, very few Sizhs would be vented 
for eminent and fuperlative Elegance of Form ; 
For beautiful Women, tays he, are feldom of 
any great Accomplifhments, becaufe they, for the 
moft Part, fiudy Behaviour ratner than Virtue. 

The Gifts of Nature are, however, always 
Bleflings in themfelves, and to be acknowledg- 
ed with Gratitude to him that gives them; 
fince they are, in their regular and legitimate 
Confequences, productive of Happinefs, and 
prove pernicious only by voluntary Corruption, 
or idle Negligence. And as there is little 
Danger of purfuing them with too much Ar- 
dour or Anxiety, becaufe no Skill or Diligence 
can hope to procure them, the Uncertainty of 
their Influence upon our Lives is mentioned, not 
to depreciate their real Value, but reprefs the 
Difcontent and Envy to which their Abfence 
often gives Occafion in: thofe who do not 
enough fufpect their own Frailty, nor confider 
how much lefs is the Calamity of not poffeff= 
ing great Powers, than of not ufing them 
aright. 

Of allthofe Things that make us fuperior to 
others, there is none fo much within the Reach 
of our Endeavours as Riches, nor any thing 
riore eagerly or conftantly defired. Poverty is 
an Evil always in our View, an Evil compli- 
cated with fo many Circumiftances of Unneafi- 
nefs and Vexation, that every Man is ftudious 
to avoid it. Some Degree of Riches is there- 
fore required, that we may be exempt from 
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the Gripe of Neceflity ; when this Purpofe is 
once attained, we naturally wifh for more, 
that the Evil which is regarded with to much 
Horror may be yet at a greater Diftance from 
S. 
é Tothis Point, if Fear be not unreafonably 
indulged, Cleobulus would, perhaps, not refufe 
to extend his Mediocrity. But it almoft al- 
ways happens, that the Man who grows Rich, 
changes his Notions of Poverty, ftates his 
Wants by fome new Meafure, and from fly- 
jing the Enemy that purfued him, bends his 
Endeavours to overtake thofe whom he fees 
befure him. The Power of gratifying his Ap- 
peiies increafes their Demands; a thoufand 
Wifhes croud in upon him importunate to be 
fatishied, and Vanity and Ambition open Prof- 
pects to Defire, which ftill grow wider, as they 
are more contemplated. 

Thus, in Time, Want is enlarged without 
Bounds; an Eagernefs for Increafe of Poilet- 
fions deluges the Soul, and we fink into the 
Gulphs of Defire, only becaufe we do not 
fuficiently confider, that all real Need is very 
foon fupplied, and all rea! Danger of its Inva- 
fion eafily precluded; that the Claims of Va- 
nity, being without Limits, muft be denied at 
laft; and that, perhaps, the Pain of reprefling 
them is leaft, before they have bezn long ac- 
cultomed to compliance. 

Whofoever fhall look heedfully upon thofe 
who are eminent for their Riches, will not 
think their Condition fuch as that he fhould 
hazard his Quiet, and much lefs his Virtue, 
to obtain it. For all that great Wealth can 
give above a mcderate Fortune, is more Room 
for the Freaks of Caprice, and more Privilege 
for Ignorance and Vice, a quicker Succeffion 
of Flatteries, and a larger Cirele of Volup- 
tuoufnefs, 

There is one Reafon feldom remarked, which 
makes great Riches fefs defirable. “Coo much 
Wealth is very frequently the Occafion of Po- 
verty. He whom the Wantonnefs of Abundance 
has once foftened, very eafily finks into Neglect 
of his Affairs ; and he that thinkshe can afford to 
be negligent, is not far from being Poor. He 
Will foon be involved in Perplexities, which his 
Inexperience will render infurmountable; he 
wil fly for Help to thofe whofe Intereft it is 
that he fhould be more diftreffed, and will be 
at lait torn to Pieces by the Vultures that al- 
Ways hover over Fortunes in Decay.

LIAMENT, for the better preventing the 


horrid Crime of MURDER. 


[XN this Law, it is enacted, That after the 

hirft Day of Eaffer Term, (which began on 
the 15th of Apri) laft) all Perfons who fhall be 
found guilty of wilful Murder, fhall be execu- 
ted on the Day next but one after Sentence paf- 
fed, unlefs the fame fhall be on Sunday, and in 
that Cafe on the Monday following 

That the Body of every Murderer convicted 
and executed in London or Middlefex, or Liber- 
ties thereof, be immediately conveyed by the 
Sheriffs, or their Deputies, to Surgeon’s-Hall, 
or to fuch Place, or delivered to fuch Perfon, 
as that Company fhall appoint, who are to 
give the Sheriffs a Receipt for the fame; and 
the faid Body to be anatomized by the Com- 
pany of Surgeons, or by whom they fhall ap- 
point. In the other Counties of Exg/and the 
Judge or Juftice of Affize fhall award the Sen- 
tence to be put in Execution on the next Day 
but one after fuch Conviction, excepting it be 
on a Sunday 
of the Murderer fhall be delivered by the Sheriff, 
or his Deputy, to fuch Surgeon as the Judge 
fhall direct, to be anatomized. 

Sentence of Death fhall be pronounced in 
Court immediately after the Conviction of fuch 
Murderer, and before the Court proceeds to 
any other Bufinefs, unlefs the Court {ce rea- 
fonable Caufe for poftponing the fame; in 
which Sentence fhall be expreiled not only the 
ufual Judgment of Death, but alfo the Time 
appointed by the faid Act for the Execution 
thereof, and the Marks of Infamy therein di- 
rected for fuch Offenders, in order to imprefs 
a juft Horror in the Mind of the Offender, 
and on the Minds of fuch as fhall be prefent, 
of the heinous Crime c. Murder. 

A difcretionary Power is given to the Judge 
or Juftice that tries any Murderer, where he 
fees reafonable Caufe, to ftay the Execution 
of the Sentence, Regard being, alway had to 
the true Intent of the faid Act. 

The Judge or Juftice is impowered to ap- 
point the Body of any Criminai to be hung in 
Chains: But in no wile whatfoever the Bo- 
dy of any Murderer is to be fuffered to be 
buried ; unleis after it has been firft diflected 
and anatomized as aforefaid ; and every iuch 
Judge or Juftice is thereby required to direc! the 
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‘fame to be difpofed of as abovementioned, or 
to be hung in Chains, as is now done for the 
moft atrocious Crimes. 

Immediately after Conviction, every Mur- 
derer is to be confined in a Cell, or fafe Place 
feparate from the other Prifoners, and no Per- 
fon whatever, except the Goaler cr his Ser- 

vants, fhall have Accefs to any iuch Prifoner, 
without Leave firft obtained under the gure? 
Hand who tried fuch Offender, or elfe under 
the Hand of the Sheriff or his Deputy. 

A further difcretionary Power is given to 
fuch Judge, in cafe he fees Caufe to refpite 
the Execution of fuch Offender, to relax or 
releafe all the Reftraints abovementioned, tobe 
obierved by the Goaler of the Prifon where fuch 
Prifoner may be confined, by Licence figned 
by juch Judge or Juttice during the Stay of 
fuch Execution. 

After Senience of Death is pafled, the Offen- 
der fhall be fed with Bread and Water only, 
and with no other Food or Liquor whatfoever, 
(unlefs in receiving the Sacrament of the Lord’s- 
Supper; or in cafe of any violent Sicknefs or 
Wound; in which Cafe fome known Phy- 
fician, Surgeon, or Apothecary, is to be admit- 
ted to adminifter Neceflaries ; and fuch Phyfi- 
cian’s, &c. Name and Place of Abode is to be 
inferted in the Books of the Prifon, there to 
remain) and if the Goaler offends againft, or 
neglects to put into Execution any of the above 
Direétions, he is to forfeit his Office, to be 
fined 20]. and fuffer Imprifonment until the 
20 1. be paid. 

If any Perfon fhall by Foree fet at Liberty, 
tefcue, or attempt to fet at Liberty any Mur- 
derer out of Prifon, or as he is going to Exe- 
Cution, or during Execution, he fhall be deem- 
ed guilty of Felony, and fufter Death without 
Benefit of Clergy. 

If any Perfon refcue, or attempt to refcue 
the Body of any Murderer after Execution, out 
of the Cuftody of the Sheriff or his Officers, 
during the Conveyance of it to any of the 
Places above abovementioned, or re{cue, or at- 
tempt to refcue it from the Com yany of Sur- 
geons or their Officers, or from ~ ‘Houfe of 
any Surgeon, where the fame fhall be depofited 
in Purfuance of the faid Act, fuch Perton thall 
be guilty of Felony, and be liable to be tranf- 
ported for feven Years as other Felons are, and 
be fubjeét to the fame Punifhment and Method 
of Conviction as other Felons are fubject to, 
in cafe of unlawfully returning from ‘Trant- 
portation. 
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An Account of the ACT for the better prevente 
ing of Thefts and Robberies. 


HAT from and after the firt of Sune 
1752, any Perfon publickly advertifing a 
Reward with no Queftions afked, for the Re- 
turn of Things which have been lott or ftolen, 
and purporting, that fuch Reward fhall be paid 
without feizing or making Enquiry after the 
Pericn producing them ; promifing to return 
to any Pawnbroker, or other Perfon, the Mo- 
ney advanced on fuch Things; and any Perfon 
printing or publifhing any tuch Advertifement, 
fhall refpectively forfeit 501. to any Perion who 
will fue for it. 

As many Perfons are deterred from profecut- 


ing Perions guilty of Felony, cn Account of 


the Ex xpence attending fuch Profecutions, in 
order to encourage the bringing Oficncers to 
Juftice, it is enacted, That it ihall be in the 
Power of the Court, before whom any Perfon 
has been tried of any grand or gobo Larceny, 
at the Prayer of the ‘Profecutor, and in Conii- 
deration of his Circumflances, to order the 
Treafurer of the County, in which the Offence 
fhall have been committed, to pay unto {uch 
Profecutor fuch Sum of Money as to the faid 
Court thall feem reafunable, not exceeding the 
Expences which the Profecutor was put to in 
carrying on fuch Profecution, which Order the 
Cierk of Affize, or Clerk of the Peace refpec- 
tively, is dire¢ted to make out and deliver 
fuch Profecutor, upon being paid 1s. for the 
fame, and no more. 

And for the better difcovering of Thieves, 
it is enacted, That in cafe any Perfon be ap- 
prehended as an idle diforderly Perfon, (aliho’ 
no direct Proof be then made thereof) and fuch 
Perjon fhall not make it appear that he has a 
Jawful bhi of getting a Livelihood, or procure 
fome refponfible Houfekceper to appear to his 
Character, and give Security for his Appear- 
ance before a Juttice of the Peace, on jome 
Day fixed for that Purpofe, that fuch Perfon be 
committed to Prifon for any Term not exceed- 
ing fix Days; and in the mean Time the Over- 
feers of the Parifh where he fhill be appre- 

1ended, be ordered to infert an Advertifement 
in fome publick Paper, defcribing his Perton, 
and any Thing found upon him, fpecify- 
ing when and where he is to be re-examined 5 
and if no Accufation be then laid againit him, 
then fuch Perfon to be difcharged, or otherwile 
dealt with according to Law.

Rome, Fune 3. 


Efferday the Cardinal Secretary of State fet 

\ out for Caftel Gandolfo, where the Court 

now refides. ‘Ten of the principal Authors 
of the late Tumults at Subiaco are fentenced to per- 
petual Banifhment out of the Ecclefiaitical State. 
The Pope has ordered 2000 Seudis more to be di- 
Rributed amongft the Inhabitants of Gualdo, Noce- 
ra, and other Places that fuffered fo much by the 
late Earthquakes. 
— Parma, June 6. The fine Appearance we have 
in this Country of a plentiful Harveft this Year, has 
already confiderably reduced the Price of Corn and 
Bread, which have been extremely dear for fome 
Monrths patt. 

Vienna, Fune 7. A Courier is difpatched to Ma- 
Grid, with the Ratification of the Treaty lately 
concluded with that Court. The Number of Per- 
fons of all Ages who have paffed by this Place from 
Swabia, the Upper- Rhine, the Watteraw, and other 
Places in the Empire, is computed to be upwards of 
20000: Thefe People, who are moitly very poor, 
are going to fettle in Hungary, where they hope to 
find better Encouragement than in their own Coun- 
tries. 

Stackholm, Fune 8. Their Majefties and the 
yourg Royal Family came here on Saturday latt 
from Ulrichfdahl ia perfect Health ; and on Tuef- 
day M. Marteville, Envoy Extraordinary from the 
States General of the United Provinces, had his 
firft private Audierce of the King, to whom he de- 
liverec his Credential Letters ; after which he had 
an Audience of the Queen. The Separation of the 
Diet, which was fixed for Monday laft is deferred 
for eight or ten Days. His Mayjefty has appointed 
M. Adlerbeth, Knight of the Order of the North 
Star, to be Vice-Prefident of Jonkioping. On Fri- 
day lait died here Count Gyilenbourg, one of the 
Senators of this Kingdom, and Chancellor of the 
Univerfity of Lund. 

Drefden, ‘june Q. The King, who fet out for 
Frauftadt on Sunday lait, to fign the Univerfalia for 
convoking the General Diet of Poland, returned to 
this City laft Night in perfect Health. 

Berlin, “Fune 13. The King returned to Potzdam 
on Wednefday Night lait from reviewing his ‘Trocps 
in the Datchy of Magdebourg ; and Yeiterday Morn- 
ing his Majetty accompanied by the Princes Henry 
and Ferdinand, and attended by feveral General 
Officers ict out for Stettin, in Crder to review the 
‘Lroops in Garrijon at that Place. On the 24th 
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Inftant the King, the two Queens, and all the Royal 
Family, intend going to Charlottenbourg, in Order 
to receive the Princefs of Heffe-Cefiel, who 1s to 
be married to Prince Henry on the zjth, when the 
magnificent Feafts and public Rejoicings on that 
Occafion are to begin ; they are to lait for feveral 
Days, during which all the grand Fireworks, that 
have been repairing for fome ‘Time, are to be played 
off. 

Cologn, Fune 14. On Monday laft we had a moft 
violent Storm of Hail and Rain, accompanied with 
Thunder and Lightening, but we do not hear that 
the Fruits of the Earth nave fuffered fo much by it 
as was greatly fear’d. 

Hanover, Fune 20. In Lieu of the Beer which 
the King ufed to give to the Soldiers after the Re 
views, his Majefty has thought it more for their 
Good to diftribute Money. Princefs Mary of Heffe 
Caffel is daily expected at Herenhaufen. The King’s 
Affiduity is reilly furprizing, in one of his Age, and 
may his Years be greatly prolonged! Up very early 
every Morning, with Pen in Hand, examining 
and making Remarks on the intumerable Papers 
laid before him: ‘This is his daily Fatigue till the 
Hour of drefiing for the Circle, where all the foreign 
Minifters never fail to appear ; though, from their 
frequent Conferences with the Dake of Newcaftle 
and the Electoral Minitters, they are here on other 
bufineis than to make a Shew.

The following is an Extract of an Account to 
Capt. Buckle, of his Majefty’s Ship the Affittance, 
on the 3oth of March lait , et the Iiland of St. Tho- 
mas, by Nicholas Seary, Seaman, belonging to the 
Clayton Snow, Czpt. Patrick, of Liverpool. He 
fays they were took the third Day after they came 
out of the River Bonny by a Pirate, which was the 
Three Siflers Longboat, Capt. Jenkings, belonging 
to Liverpool, off of Ferdinando Poo, he does not 
know the Day of the Month, but fome time in the 
Beginning of ” March. The Clayton Snow is a 
iquare ftern’d Veffel, a Lion’s Head, Taant Mafts, 
{quare rigo’d, near 200 Tons, has four Two- 
pounders, and fix Swivel Guns, befides four Swivels 
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which the Pirates took out of the Longboat, and 
310 Slaves on board when taken, carries two t@ 
gallant Yards, fwims by the Head, and fails well om 
a Wind but indiffore ently large. T he Pirates, with — 
our Mate and two Boys which they preffed, amount- 
edto17 Men. The Pirate watered at Ferdinando 
Poo, and the Clayton made towards her, thinking 
fhe was in Dittrefs, and fupptied her with Provifions. 
Three of the Men in the Boat, when the Clayton's 
Boat was on board only fhewed themfelves, two 
of which came on board the Clayton in her Boat, 
went on board their own large Boat again, which 

had put off on the Weather Quarter. They ‘foon af~ 
ter violently entered the Snow with Sword and Pil- 
ftolin Hand. ‘They had four Sw:vel Guns in the 
Boat. They wounded Capt, Patrick in feveral Pla- 
ces. [The Number in the Pirates Boat was about 
rine Menanda Boy. The faid Boat was large, 
with a Cuddee, and built on Purpofe to trade with. 
They were fent a trading, and Jefe their Ship at 
Maumba. The Pirate took the Opportunity of 
lufing up under the Lee Quarter of the Clayton, 
when all Hands were forward except the Captain and 
Gunner, and then took her and kept us in Irons one 
Night, and next Morning put us aboard the Long- 
boat inour Irons. As foon as they had got us on 
board, they turned us a-driit, having fome Bread, 
Beef, Pork, But a fmall Cag of Brandy, and fix 
Cafks of Water, all which were in her when fhe 
boarded the above Snow. But before they put us 
into the Boats, they hoifted out of her two Bales, 
one of Scarlet Cloth, and the other of Handker- 
chiefs. Soon after they had put us in Irons, they 
afked us if we were willing to go a roving, they 
would cloath us in Scarlet ; upon this four of our 
Crew entered voluntarily, and the Chief Mate and 
two Boys, as before mentioned, were prefied. We 
were twelve Days before we could get into the Ri- 
ver Bonny; when we arrived there, the King of the 
Country feized the Long Boat; upon this fome of 
us entered in one Ship and fome in another, I enter- 
ed on board the Sufannah, belonging to Briftol, Ro- 
bert Cowey, Matter ; Capt. Patrick went with 
Capt. Jackfon of the Alice, belonging to Liverpool, 
bound to the Weit-Indies. When we left Bonny, 
there were the following Englifh Ships in the River, 
viz. the Boyne, Hermitage and the Grace, belong- 
ing to Liverpool, and three others the Names not 
known, and a Portuguefe Snow. 

On Saturday Morning the new Market at Weft- 
miniter was opened, where there was a great Con- 
courfe of People, and the Butchers Shops were well 
ftocked with Meat. ‘I‘heir Wives appeared very gay 
on that Occafion, decked out with Ribbons. For the 
firlt Year they fit Rent-free. 

Friday Evening a Man at an Alehoufe near Drury- 
lane drank thirteen Half-pints of Spirituous Liquors, 
by which his Life is in great Danger. m 
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ame Saturday Mr. Watfon, one of his Majeily’s 


engers, brought from on board the Loncon [n- 
diaman to St. James’s, a fine S ritoirof rare an 
beautiful Wood and exquifite Workmantiip, which 
was fent by the Governor cf Batavia as a Prelent to 
the King. 

The Small-pox has of late raged { violently about 
Barnet, where it has proved fo very mort:J, thatthe 
Haymakers being afraid to go near that Place, Hands 
cannot be had to make their Hay. 

Friday Evening laft a young Woman, a Servant,
